Prohaliljr lew of those who have read the 


many but brief dispatches frum India relative 
to the famine 'hat has prevailed over an im 
mense and thickly populated portion of that 
country for over eight month.'!, have given to 


t he subject much consideration. It is probably 
human nature to rrgaid but lightly tbe su-Ter- 
ings of those who ate far removed from us.lnot 
only by many thousands of miles of land »nd 
water, but by rjie less material thing that sejpa- 
rates the races of men. 
The heart of every 


philanthropist on earth, 
however, most ;be 


wrung with [«tv nnd sorrow by the terrible 
sufferings of the twenty-seven millions of hu- 
man beings wjo have for nearly a year betn 
actually famishing. An eye witness of the di>- 
tresj prevailing in Bombay. Madras and adjoin- 
ing 
district* says "Ihe loitering step, the 


sunken eye, tke projecting bones, the general 
aspect of indescribable woe, lell the sad tale 
of suffering that prevails herie." The present 
Ind an famine is not tbe re.su t of the failure of 
the iast crop only. 
In fact such is the magni- 


tude of the crops during a season generally 
favorable that one complete failure does not 
breed a famine. 
The early cessation of the 


rain* in the aulunin of 1873 caused irreparable 
injury to the crops in the greater part of Ben-; 


g al, and great distress prevailed over an area 
of 312,000 sqiare miles, with a population of 
34,000,000 of inhabitants. Copious rains fell 
during February, 1874, and the crop gathered 
during the month of March of that year re- 
lieved for tbe time being tbe sufferings of tbe 
people. Othei portions of tbe country, wit) an 
area of 20,000 square miles and a population 
of 
10,000,000, suffered greatly during tae 


autumn of 18/4, and a still larger area in 
1875. The crops of last year were fair, but 
coming after a period of famine, were closely 
consumed or sold to meet the accumulated wants 
of many millions of people. Tbe country was 
in no condition to meet tbe appalling famine 
of 13t present jt»r, cfcutec by t je Holiness of 
tbe monsoon rafns last autumn. Although the 
British- government is doing ail that it can to 
relitve tae distress now so genera. Iy prevalent 
in 1 ndia, tbe insufficiency tof these efiorts is 
shown by tbe -act that ever i re buncred thott- 
saai soc.s have perished by sutrvatioa, and tbe 
mortality, according to t*ie latest reports, stiU 
continues. In orcer t Jat a comparison can be 
c raWn between *ne famine of ftis and &OM of 
recent yean, we append a statement showing

Many persons whose know edge of finance 


is but .skin deep imagine that contract ion of the 
medium of exchange is only t roug it about by 
the lessening of tbe voiume of greenbacks, 
national bank notes, and metallic money. This 
is a great mistake. The contraction of the kinds 
of money named has been comparatively slight 
since 1870; but ihe contraction of negotiable 
paper, l*»ok accounts, etc., which to all intents 
and purposes are money, performing tbe func- 
tions of money as fully as bank notes or gold, has 
been going on since the beginning of Ihe panic 
lo an extent beyond commutation. Whenever 
A ceases lo accept Ihe ^roroifsory no»e of B, I 
or lo allow him a book credit for tbe amount of 
his purchases, tbe medium ol txc-binge is con- 
tracted to Ihe extent of the lin« of credit previ- 
ously allowed H. These who have a knowledge 
of ihe immense volume o' business formerly 
done on the credit system, represented by notes ' 
of hand and simple book-entries, and- are 
aware of the change in Iht method of doing 
business that has taken 'place within three 
years, can foim some idea of the currency con- 
traction lhat has resulted trurcfrcm. 
We say 


' 'currency contraction," lor as the credit .system 
is contracted, as notes of band and book en- 
tries arc done away with, rrote bank notes or 
com are needed to replace them, and if not 
su[>pii«d, business will inevitably suffer. 


Th^ amount of currency, or lhat which per- 


forms the functions of curp ncy, is probably 
not more than from one-sixth to one-ttnlh as 
large as it was before the failure of ay Cooke 
& Co. in the autumn of 187 j, four years ago. 


We do not wish to he undeistood as advo- 


cating ihe issue of greenbacks or national bank 
notes to replace the withdrawn representatives 
of credit. Tbe contraction nf Ihe private credit 
systtm is a process with which the government 
h' s nothing to do, and when that system has 
been imprudently expandedlto a dangerous ex- 
t cnl, the authc ts of the fo Iy should, and gen 
eraily do, hear Ihe brunt of Ihe suffering which 
ensues. 
We do assert, htwevrr, that during 


the 
jveiiiwl of a )>anic alwiys attended, if not 


brought about, by a loss of faith in individual 
and corporate cr«dit whici rtal'y moves the 
n>ass uf human business, and which results-, JLS 
wt ha\e previously staled,-in a shrinkage of, 
Ihc 
circulaling medium, al such a lime the 


government should not contribute 
t,y destroying a part of lhat money 


it exercises a control. 
Wicn the pe<ipl<-'are 


dtivrn to purchase the necessaries of lite with 
gtcdi'acks* instead of, as formerly, wilh a 
promise, it is cruel for the government lo lessen 
ihe volume of those greenback-, in which alone 
the people can pay. 
The :a.'x:rtioi». that the 


ShyltcVs ate now making, that there is too 
much money, is simpiy a demand for the drop 
of blood in addition lo ne 
jKiund of lle»h. 


< Mie of the l>est political economists of the age, 
as well as one of the l>est Writers and orators 
now living—Dr. W'm. Kldet, of Philadelphia— 
in his chapter on "Money, us a I'roducer of 
Values," iiuthfully and eloquently sayst—
